
Victim dies 
two weeks 
after attack 

A MAN admitted to hospital 
two weeks ago with life- 
threatening injuries after 
being assaulted in Harlow 
town centre has died. 

The 52-year-old Harlow man 
passed away at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 
overnight on Sunday. 

He had been in a critical 
condition since his 
admission on November 17 
following the incident 
outside Harlow Bowl in 
Terminus Street. 

A post mortem examination 
will now be conducted in 
order to establish the cause 
of death, which is now being 
treated by police as 
manslaughter. 

Anyone with any 
information or who may 
have witnessed the incident 
should contact the 
investigation team at 
Brentwood Police Station on 
101 (0300 333 4444 if calling 
from outside Essex) or 
Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555 
111 . 

■ A 52-year-old woman 
from Harlow remains on 
police bail until December 
21 having previously been 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder.

Hundreds take part in national day of action 


HUNDREDS of public sector 
workers staged a one-day 
walkout in Harlow yesterday 
in protest at Government 
plans to overhaul their pen¬ 
sions in a bid to cut costs. 

More than half the town’s 
schools closed for the day as 
teachers joined Harlow Council 
staff, hospital workers, police 
community support officers and 
Jobcentre employees on strike. 

Picket lines were set up outside 
Princess Alexandra Hospital, 
Harlow Civic Centre, Harlow 
Jobcentre and the police station as 
staff made a stand against plans to 
force civil servants to retire later, 
pay more into their pension pots 
and accept payments based on a 
"career average" rather than their 
final salary.

PAH put contingency plans into 
action to ensure emergency and 
cancer care provision was not 
compromised by the walkout, 
while Harlow Council experienced 
significant disruption to its rev¬ 
enue and benefits service. 

Harlow Trades Union Council 
secretary David Forman told the 
Star the strike had received solid 
support in the town. 

"The response from union 
members who took action demon¬ 
strates the real anger felt by the 
rank and file in the town," he said. 

"The Government want the gen¬ 
eral public to believe civil servants 
all have "gold-plated" pensions, 


but the fact is, the majority of pub¬ 
lic sector workers are on low 
wages to start with and the pen¬ 
sions were part of the package to 
encourage them to take on these 
vital jobs. 

"Ministers now expect them to 
work for longer and pay more 
into their pensions only to get less 
back when they retire - the strike 
has made it very clear we won’t 
stand for this." 

The action received the backing 
of the Harlow Labour Party, 
and new parliamentary candi¬ 
date Suzy Stride told the Stair 
the strike could have been 
avoided if the Government 
had been willing to "negotiate 
properly" with union leaders.

"I think this is testimony to the 
failure of this Government to 
properly sit down and negotiate 
with people," she said. 

"When you’ve got teachers 
and other public sector workers 
being asked to work for longer, 
pay more into their pensions and 
get less back, people have a right 
to say something." 

But Harlow MP Rob Halfon 
told the Star the Government 
had been forced to take action to 
ensure the long-term affordabili¬ 
ty of the scheme, claiming that 
public sector pensions would 
remain "among the very best 
available", despite the planned 
reforms. 

"I have complete understand¬ 
ing why some hardworking pub¬ 
lic sector workers have taken this 
action, given the difficult eco¬ 
nomic climate," he said. 

"I have met a number of them 
in my MP’s surgeries, and I 
believe that negotiations should 
continue. 

"But the Government has lis¬ 
tened to representations from me 
and others, and has revised the 
plans to ensure that public sector 
pensions will remain among the 
very best available - at a guaran¬ 
teed level and inflation-proofed. 

"Most will see no reduction in 
the pension income they receive 
at retirement and many low and 
middle income earners will in 
fact receive a larger pension 
income. 

"Low earners making under 
£15,000 a year - that’s 15 per 
cent of the workforce - will not 
have to make increased contribu¬ 
tions, and another million work¬ 
ers earning up to £21,000 will 
have their total increase limited 
to 1.5 per cent over three years." 


Lib Dem councillor 
Nick dies, aged 69

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
Harlow councillor Nick Macy fol¬ 
lowing his death on Monday after 
a long battle with illness. 

The Liberal Democrat stalwart had 
been a member of the party since the age 
of 14 and served on Harlow Council for 
more than a decade since winning his 
first seat in the Mark Hall South ward in 
1999. 

Following a boundary review, he was 
then elected to the new Mark Hall ward 
in 2002 for a one-year term of office 
before being re-elected in the same seat 
in 2008. 

The first non-Labour member to serve 
as council chairman in the authority’s 
history, Cllr Macy was the only member 
of his party to still hold a seat on the 
authority at the time of his death. 

He is survived by his wife Caroline 
and children Eleanor, Philip and 
Jonathan. 

Former councillor Chris Millington, 
the Liberal Democrat group leader on the 
council until his resignation earlier this 
year, described Mr Macy as a "stalwart" 
of the party. 

"As a councillor, Nick worked tireless¬ 
ly for the people of Mark Hall and for

Harlow," he said. 

"In 2002, he was elected chair of 
Harlow Council, the first non-Labour 
councillor to be so honoured, and proved 
an able ambassador for the town. 

"Nick's passing removes another link 


with the era of Jo Grimond when, under 
his leadership, the party began the long 
road back from the brink that has lead us 
to being a party of government once 
more." 

Su Lawton, chair of Harlow Liberal 


Democrats, added: "Nick was a true 
asset to the Liberal Democrat group on 
the council with his background in 
finance and eye for detail. 

"His dedication to the principles of 
Liberalism should be admired. His fam¬ 
ily are in our thoughts at this sad time." 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
(Conservative) described Mr Macy as a 
"spirited fighter", who had always 
worked hard for his constituents. 

"For more than a decade, his chal¬ 
lenges and contributions to the council 
chamber were always driven by what he 
considered were the best interests of 
local people," he told the Star. 

"Cllr Macy also served our town as 
council chairman, a role he performed 
with great energy and enthusiasm. His 
family are obviously in our thoughts and 
prayers at this difficult time." 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
added: "Nick was a hard-working coun¬ 
cillor who was always a very vocal pres¬ 
ence in the council chamber. 

"He always spoke passionately on 
behalf of the residents of Mark Hall and 
on behalf of the Labour group I’d like to 
pass our sincere condolences to his fam¬ 
ily at this sad time." 

Cllr Macy’s Mark Hall seat will 
remain vacant until the next round of 
council elections in May 2012.

Allotment plots are 
wrecked by vandals

FURIOUS allotment holders have spoken of 
their frustration after being repeatedly tar¬ 
geted by vandals. 

Tenants at the Water Lane site, off Paycock 
Road, say they have been "driven to despair" 
in recent weeks after having their sheds 
torched, equipment stolen and vegetables 
uprooted by mindless yobs. 

The latest spate of incidents began last 
Monday (November 21), when a number of 
sheds were broken into and tools and personal 
possessions removed before being left strewn 
across the secluded site. 

Vandals even daubed shed interiors with 
crude graffiti mocking allotment holders for 
attempting to secure their equipment by lock¬ 
ing doors. 

Then on Thursday (November 24), fire crews 
were called to the site after two sheds were set 
alight and completely destroyed. 

Allotment warden and Harlow district coun¬ 
cillor David Carter told the Star that tenants 
had been left "shellshocked" by the destruc¬ 
tion. 

"It’s difficult for us to understand why we’ve 
become a target for these mindless yobs," he 
said. 

"Most of the time they don’t even steal any¬ 
thing - they just seem intent on causing maxi¬ 
mum destruction and distress just for the hell 
of it. 

"We don’t have the money to install CCTV 
cameras or employ a security guard, so it’s dif¬ 
ficult to know what more we can do to put a 
stop to it. 

"But we’ve got a fantastic little community 
down here and we’re not going to let these 
idiots beat us - we’ll carry on doing what we 
love regardless." 

Fellow allotment holder Philip Ray added: 

"It’s got to the point where you almost expect 
to find your shed damaged or tools missing 
every time you head down there. 

"The police say they’re investigating the trou¬ 
ble, but I think they need to try and do more 
before the problem gets worse or one of us 
gets hurt." 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police confirmed 
the recent incidents were under investigation 
and said that PCSO patrols had been stepped 
up in the area in a bid to deter vandals.

SIR, Today was a red letter day for 
me. I actually saw a cyclist using the 
cycle track along Southern Way 
adjacent to Bush Fair. 

I’m not sure how many months it is 
since this cycle track was completed 
but this was the first time I have seen 
a cyclist using it although I have seen 
several cycling along the road right 
next to it. 

I am curious to know just how much 
this cycle track cost and the predicted 
amount of traffic that would use it 
that justified building it in the first 
place. I am not against cycle tracks 
but it would be nice to see them 
actually being used. 

Whilst money seems to be freely 
available for the building of cycle 
lanes and bus lanes, the condition of 
the roads and pavements is allowed to 
deteriorate to a dangerous degree. 
Potholes appear and get steadily 
larger and deeper until they are 
several inches deep before being 
finally repaired some months later. 
Once they have been repaired, a new 
pothole appears next to the repair 
within days. 

The weather is always used as a 
scapegoat, especially if we’ve had a 
cold snap, but I am certain it is more 
down to the fact that the repairs are 
inadequate and resurfacing is virtually 
unknown. 

The road next to where I live has not 
been resurfaced since it was built 
more than 50 years ago and the 
repairs blend continuously into each 
for 30 metres or more. 

Once upon a time there was an 
expression “the patchwork quilt of 
England” that referred to our fields. 
Nowadays I believe it can safely be 
used to refer to our roads!

Pond works hit 
by lack of cash 

SIR, In reply to May Abbott’s letter 
regarding the state of the “hospital” 
(Oakwood) pond, I would like to take 
this opportunity to enlighten Star 
readers as to what is happening. 

The Stort Valley Angling Society, in 
association with Harlow Council, has 
spent many man-hours working to 
improve the water levels of the pond 
by repairing and re-inforcing its banks. 
Sadly, due to the continuing drops in 
these levels and the ensuing de¬ 
oxygenation of the water caused by the 
hot weather conditions and subsequent 
water loss, major fish deaths occurred 
between 2007 and 2008. As a 
consequence, it became unfishable and 
so the pond’s management was 
returned from the society to the 
council. 

In the meantime, however, there have 
been several attempts to obtain funding 
for this project from various sources, 
but sadly to no avail. 

Grants applied for require not only the 
involvement of Harlow Council and 
SVAS but also a broad range of groups 
of interest, including local residents, 
schools and special interest groups 
such as wildlife and biodiversity 
groups, so it has not been easy. 

It is estimated that a minimum of 
£60,000 is required to complete the 
main capital works of dredging, de- 
silting, repairing and sealing the pond 
to prevent further water depletion. In 
addition, the water course that fed the 
pond has to be re-established by either 
drilling a bore hole or diverting water 
run-off from another source. 

Finally, if and when all this is done 
there is additional work to be 
undertaken - landscaping, planting and 
re-stocking. This obviously costs 
money which, in these austere times, is 
apparently not available. 

I do hope this helps everybody who is, 
as we are, is concerned about the 
demise of this once beautiful place. I 


SIR, I am writing on behalf of all 
the people who use the small car 
park in Burnt Mill Lane for the 
purpose of enjoying a walk along 
the town park by the river. 

As reported in last week’s Star, 
Harlow Council has now agreed that 
this car park be made permit-only 
parking for the use of Essex County 
Council employees at Goodman 
House during work hours. 

This means that anybody wishing to 
use the Town Park on a weekday 
must walk round from the Moorhen 
car park, a distance of at least 220 
yards. This is impossible for many 
older and less able-bodied people.

These are 
being paid for with Lottery grants 
of £50,000 or so. 

This brilliant effort by these groups 
will largely be unused by the people 
they were meant for as they will be 
inaccessible to them. It will also 
deter anglers, dog walkers, nature 
lovers and those that just want a 
quiet hour or so during the day from 
using the Town Park.

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Civic society 
concerned 
over future 
of museum 

CONCERNS over the future of 
the Museum of Harlow have 
prompted the group set up to 
preserve and protect the town’s 
heritage to call a public meeting 
on the council’s plans to offload 
the service. 

Members of Harlow Civic 
Society are alarmed that the 
authority is inviting separate 
bids for the service and its his¬ 
toric premises in Muskham 
Road and have asked councillor 
Joel Charles, portfolio holder 
for community and citizenship, 
to attend Tuesday night’s forum 
to explain the council’s inten¬ 
tions. 

Society chairman Stan Newens 
told the Star the council had 
"flouted democratic require¬ 
ments" by not consulting the 
public on the proposals. 

"The museum’s present premis¬ 
es, as the only remaining part of 
historic Mark Hall, are part of 
our heritage and, with purpose- 
built stores, good parking facili¬ 
ties and beautiful gardens, are 
ideally suited to house the 
museum," he added. 

"If the museum is moved, what 
will be done to maintain and 
provide access to Harlow’s his¬ 
toric records and books and to 
retain an outpost of the Essex 
Record Office in the town?" 

The meeting will take place at 
Harlow Baptist Church Hall in 
Fore Street, Old Harlow, at 
7.30pm on Tuesday.

Town Park sculpture 
is vandalised again 


ONE of Harlow’s most 
distinctive public sculptures 
has been vandalised for the 
second time in just over a 
year. 

Shoal, which was installed in 
the Town Park paddling pool 
in 2009 after winning the 
Star -backed Harlow 
Hotspots competition, has 
been covered in silver paint. 
The marble and limestone 
sculpture - created by artist 
Will Spankie from designs by 
pupils at Burnt Mill School - 
was previously targeted by 
vandals in October last year, 
when it was daubed with 
yellow paint and scratched 
with razor blades. 

Councillor Joel Charles, 
portfolio holder for 
community and citizenship, 
told the Star: "It beggars 
belief that there are people so 
mindless and selfish that 
they feel the need to deface a 
sculpture designed by 
Harlow children and in a 
setting where young families 
enjoy it. 

"I would appeal with anyone 
with information on this 
incident to contact the police. 
In the meantime, we will 


assess the damage and look 
at ways of protecting this 
sculpture from further 
harm.”

A DRUNKEN thug who left a 
Harlow nightclub worker with 
permanent eye damage after 
punching him in the face has 
been spared jail. 

Instead, a judge at Chelmsford 
Crown Court ordered Jack 
Ayling (22), of Carters Mead, 
to carry out 150 hours’ unpaid 
work and pay his victim £300 
compensation after a jury con¬ 
victed him of assault causing 
actual bodily harm. 

The court heard that the inci¬ 
dent happened at 
TwentyOneBar in January this 
year. 

Ayling and another man were 
having an altercation at the bar 
when Mr Holloway, who had 
been collecting glasses, tried to 
intervene. 

"I saw two guys having a little 
bit of a confrontation and as I 
walked into the middle of it, a 
guy on the right behind another 
male swung a punch and hit 
me," Mr Holloway told the 
court. 

"He really seemed agitated, as 
though the other guy had done 
something." 

Realising he was bleeding, Mr 


Holloway said he then went 
towards the exit door, where he 
told a doorman he had been 
hit. 

He was later found to have 
sustained a broken nose and 
permanent eye damage. 

But Ayling - who pleaded not 
guilty - claimed to have never 
seen Mr Holloway before and 
told the jury it was a case of 
mistaken identity. 

Giving evidence, he said: "The 
first I saw [Mr Holloway] was 
here at court - he’s mistaken in 
picking me out. I had no reason 
to become aggressive to a glass 
collector. 

He also denied rowing with 
another man. 

"It wasn’t me. I was upstairs 
for a while and then came 
down - at no point did I have 
an argument with anybody in 
that club." 

Passing sentence on Thursday, 
judge Stuart Trimmer told 
Ayling: "You were convicted by 
the jury for a nasty piece of 
drunken violence - Mr 
Holloway suffered a deviated 
broken nose and other prob¬ 
lems. 

"There’s no reason why he 
shouldn't be able to get on with 
his job in safety - why this 
happened we don’t know."

Spring Hills: gone 
but not forgotten

W ERE you ever a pupil at 

Spring Hills School in Fold 
Croft? 

According to online archive British History, 
the primary school was first opened in 
1958 and closed in 1975 when the children 
transferred to Little Parndon School. 
However, Stan Neville brought in this 
photo of his son’s class from what he 
believes was either 1974 or 1975 and thinks 
the school was in fact closed later than that. 
“I could be wrong of course, but I really 
think the school wasn’t closed until at least 
the 1980s,” said Stan, of Fold Croft. 

“I remember it stayed open for a few years 
after that as a place for craft things and I 
am sure this photo of my son John’s class, 
when he had Brenda Cotton as a teacher, 
wasn’t taken in the school’s final years.” 
According to Stan the photo, which was 
recently found after being hidden in an 
album, has got the whole family 
reminiscing. 

“I was amazed that John (pictured in the 
centre of the back row), who would have 
been about 10 at the time and is now 47, 
could remember pretty much every one of 
his classmates in the picture when we got it 
out,” he said. 

“We first moved to Harlow in 1956 after I 
had finished my national service. It was 


before John was born but we had his eldest 
sibling, who was just six weeks old then. 
“I’d never heard of the place before but was 
offered a job with a company testing 
scientific instruments. The job paid 4/10d 
(24p in today’s money) an hour and came 
with a house so I could hardly refuse. Me 
and my wife thought we’d really made it! 
“We moved to Fold Croft in 1965 which is 
why John went to Spring Hills as it was 
less than 100 yards away. All our kids went 
on to Burnt Mill.” 

Stan believes the headteacher at Spring 


Hills at the time was a Mr Jewrey and 
remembers it being “a nice little school”. 
“All the kids were really happy there and I 
remember all the teachers being great,” he 
added. “The wall along the front of the 
school is still there. It’s a shame that is all 
that’s left.”

HARLOW experienced a baby 
boom in October, as midwives 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
helped deliver 415 newborns - 
an average of one birth every 
half an hour!

MP claims victory in 
fuel fight after U-tum

HARLOW MP Robert 
Halfon has described the 
Government’s decision to 
scrap January’s planned 
hike in fuel duty as a "victo¬ 
ry" for his campaign to 
drive down the spiralling 
cost of fuel on the nation’s 
forecourts. 

The decision to postpone any 
increase in the tax until August 
next year was announced during 
Chancellor George Osborne’s 
Autumn Statement on Tuesday. 

Mr Halfon said the U-turn 
proved the Government had 
taken notice of the high-profile 
campaign he has run in conjunc¬ 
tion with pressure group 
FairFuelUK, which recently won 
the backing of more than 100 
MPs during a Commons debate 
triggered after an e-petition call¬ 
ing for action on fuel prices 
attracted over 100,000 signa¬ 
tures. 

"I welcome the fact that this 


Government has listened and 
scrapped the fuel duty bombshell 
that had been planned for 
January 2012," the Tory back¬ 
bencher told the Star. 

"High petrol prices are literal¬ 
ly adding to our dole queues and 
causing a poverty trap, as Harlow 
people cannot afford to drive to 
work. 

"According to figures from the 
RAC, scrapping the fuel duty rise 
will save every Harlow motorist 
£30 next year - a total of £lm for 
the 37,000 motorists in Harlow." 

Peter Carroll, of FairFuelUK, 
welcomed the announcement, 
but said there was plenty of work 
still to be done. 

"Petrol and diesel remain far 
too expensive, and we will be 
fighting on to try and make the 
Government understand that the 
economy needs an actual cut in 
fuel duty," he said. 

"A cut would create jobs, give 
people a little more disposable 
income and stimulate the econo¬ 
my - this will mean that the 
Government and the Chancellor 
will gain, not lose, by cutting 
duty."

Learning how

F OR many people Christmas can be a 
stressful time of year. For some, it is 
impossible not to have a row. Someone’s fed 
up in the kitchen, everyone wants to watch a different 
channel on the television, relationships with partners 
and families are under the microscope and the in-laws 
are coming to stay. It’s a stressful time. 

But fear not. National Anger Awareness Week 
(December 1-7) encourages everyone to prepare 
themselves with simple coping 
strategies to create an atmosphere 
of calm and co-operation. 

The reasons for the National Anger 
Awareness Week is to increase 
understanding of the underlying 
causes of anger and equip people to 
reduce their own, and other’s, 
anger in an effective way. 

Mike Fisher, author of the 
self-help book Beating 
Anger, explains: “It is all 
about learning to take 
control of behaviour. 

Everyone feels angry at some 
time, what matters is how you 
express that anger.” 

How people react to feeling 
angry depends on many things, 
including the situation, their family 
history, cultural background and 
stress. But it can be shown in 
different ways: sarcasm, 
swearing, shouting, bullying 
and physical violence. 

It is important to recognise the 
signs on anger and deal with them 
in a healthy way. These may 
include: 

0 Counting to ten will help you 
cool down and think more clearly. 

0 Breathing slowly can help you 
relax and calm down. 

0 Taking regular exercise to boost 
the production of ‘good mood’ 
hormones. 

0 Listening to calming music and 
having a massage encourages 



relaxation. 

0 Talking 
about it by 

discussing feelings with 
a friend to help give a 
different perspective. 

If unable to deal with 
anger issues speak to 
your GP. They might 


suggest more ways to help manage 
the anger or refer to another service 
for further support.

Knowing the facts will help to 
protect you from HIV infection 


T HERE are now more people 
than ever living with HIV in 
the UK — more than 90,000 — 
and around a quarter of those are 
unaware they have the virus. 
According to the United Nations, 
global rates of HIV infection and 
AIDS-related death have both 
fallen dramatically. 

Today (December 1) is World 
AIDS Day, a campaign which is 
asking everyone to ‘act aware’ by 
protecting themselves and others 
from HIV infection by knowing 
the facts. 

Through a simple HIV test using a 
saliva sample, the results can be 
known in under 20 minutes. And 
while there is currently no vaccine 


or cure for HIV, more people are 
living longer because of more 
effective medication. 

HIV is spread through the 
exchange of bodily fluids. This 
most commonly happens during 
unprotected sexual contact, 
injecting illegal drugs and sharing 
needles. 

The condition can also be spread 
from a mother to her unborn child 
but interestingly only one per cent 
of babies born to HIV positive 
mothers have it. 

Many people develop symptoms, 
although they might not recognise 
them, usually two to six weeks 
after they are infected. These can 
include a fever, sore throat, 


tiredness, joint pain, muscle pain, 
a blotchy rash and swollen glands. 
They are often mild, so are easily 
mistaken for colds or glandular 
fever. 

Anyone concerned about the risk 
of HIV infection should request a 
test. Tests are offered in many 
places, for example a sexual health 
clinic in the community, the 
genitourinary medicine service at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital or the 
GP surgery amongst others. 

If the results are positive a referral 
to professionals in an HIV clinic 
will be made.

Scorsese's family film 
leaves the kids behind

MARTIN Scorsese swaps the 
mean streets of New York for the 
wintry boulevards of 1930s Paris 
for this Oscar-tipped first foray into 
family films and also the 3D 
format. 

Hugo might revolve around the 
exploits of a pre-teenage boy and deal 
with themes of childhood innocence 
and the death of a parent, but this 
impeccably-crafted adventure is too 
sophisticated for young audiences. 
Apart from a couple of well- 
orchestrated chases and slapstick 
courtesy of Sacha Baron Cohen with a 
squeaky leg brace, there is little here 
to entertain boys and girls the same 
age as the diminutive hero. 

Indeed, the cumbersome running 
time and slow-paced first half will 
prove a test for parents too, especially 
those without a love for the bygone 
age of cinema, which Scorsese 
indulges in every lustrous frame. 

While the narrative has its flaws, 
adapted by screenwriter John Logan 
from Brian Selznick’s book The 
Invention Of Hugo Cabret, the on¬ 
screen craftsmanship is impeccable, 
from Robert Richardson’s stunning 
cinematography to Dante Ferretti’s 
production design and Sandy Powell’s 
costumes. 

Even more pleasing is how well the 
3D fits Scorsese’s vision, coming to 
the fore as the camera swoops along 
the concourse of a train station or 
darts between whirring cogs of a giant 
clock. 

Twelve-year-old Hugo Cabret (Asa 
Butterfield) is raised by his father 
(Jude Law), who works at a museum 
and has a passion for cinema and 
mechanical devices. 

The old man dies, leaving behind an 
intricate automaton, and Hugo is 
forced to live secretly in the station 
with his hard-drinking Uncle Claude 
(Ray Winstone), who maintains the 
clocks. 

When the bottle claims Claude’s life, 
Hugo continues to tend the clocks 
while stealing food from the 
shopkeepers without attracting the 
attention of the station inspector 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 


An encounter with bookish Isabelle 
(Chloe Grace Moretz), goddaughter of 
toy shop owner Papa Georges (Sir 
Ben Kingsley), catalyses a journey of 
self-discovery that Hugo hopes will 
lead to a message from beyond the 
grave from his father. 

Hugo whirs gently for the first hour, 
and only really kicks into gear once 
the boy inserts Isabelle’s heart-shaped 
key into the automaton and reveals 


one character’s true identity. 

From here, Scorsese indulges his 
passion for cinema, lovingly recreating 
films of the era and paying homage to 
the early pioneers including the 
Lumiere brothers. 

Butterfield is an endearing if mournful 
central presence, contrasting with 
Moretz, who is luminous in every 
frame. 

Older cast struggle to put meat on the 


bones of their thinly sketched 
characters, while Baron Cohen’s 
comic relief grates as much as it 
delights, including some surprisingly 
tender scenes with Emily Mortimer as 
the station florist.

FIVE years after the original Happy 
Feet danced into the affections of 
audiences worldwide and won the 
Oscar as Best Animated Feature, 
director George Miller returns to the 
frozen wilderness for this pointless 
sequel. 

Opening with a mash-up of Janet 
Jackson's Rhythm Nation and brother 
Michael’s catchy Shake Your Body 
(Down To The Ground), Happy Feet 
Two is punctuated by a series of 
musical numbers culminating in a 
rousing rendition of Under Pressure 
by Queen and David Bowie. 

While the soundtrack to Miller’s film 
hits the high notes, the script is 
frequently off-key, heavy-handedly 
dealing with issues of parenting and 
friendship then ladling on the sickly

I T would be unreasonable for 
those sitting at the top of the 
executive tree to get anything 
approaching sympathy in these 
current times. 

But spare a thought for those 
lucky few who have some 
difficult decisions to make: how 
many country homes do I need, 
which private school should I 
send the kids to and, obviously, 
what car should I buy? 

Spending £80,000 on a new car 
can never be the work of a 
moment, especially as having 
such a large budget doesn’t 
mean a lack of choice. Any 
premium manufacturer that has 
serious designs on the well- 
heeled needs a six-figure 
flagship and now Audi has a 
new one to break up the party. 
The A8 we’re already familiar 
with, as the third generation 
super saloon appeared almost 
two years ago and seduced with 
the combination of peerless 
design and build quality, a 
sumptuous cabin and the kind of 
comfort that would put some 
luxury hotels to shame. 

The previous generation A8s 
were crowned by a hot S8 
version, and so now Audi has 
applied the tasty S badge to 
tempt sharp suits who want a 
little more go. 

Not that this means that the 
discretion for which the A8 is 
well known has been 


abandoned. Spotting an S8 
might take more than a second 
glance, despite the number of 
changes. 

Up front there is a new one-piece 
grille, a reshaped front bumper 
with a discreet front spoiler. 
There are 19-inch and 20-inch 
wheels unique to the S8, and the 
bumper also gets a low-key 
makeover. Quad exhaust pipes, 
‘S8’ and ‘V8T” badges are the 
most obvious clue that this isn't 
an ordinary A8. 

Arguably this level of subtlety 
will be too much for the average 
punter to spot one, but you can 
understand why an Audi 
customer would prefer to 
remain just under the radar. 

In truth what makes a 
performance car is the 


hardware rather than the 
window dressing and on this 
front the S8 is well and truly 
prepared. 

The old S8 was a fine machine, 
not least because it had the 
incredible naturally-aspirated 
V10 that also appears in the R8 
supercar. Quite understandably, 
the need for better economy and 
emissions means this wonderful 
engine has been eschewed in 
favour of something more 
efficient. 

So the new S8 gets a brand-new 
engine: a twin-turbocharged V8 
that will also appear in hot 
versions of the A7 Sportback 
and A6, although the S8 gets the 
most powerful version. And 
powerful it most certainly is: 
513bhp is yours to play with, 


alongside a mighty 4791b.ft of 
torque to back it up. Naturally 
this is fed to the road through 
the quattro four-wheel drive 
system with the super-slick S 
tronic gearbox providing the 
choice of modes. 

Waving goodbye to the sonorous 
V10 might seem like a shame, 
but it’s hard to argue with the 
numbers. The new V8 gives 15 
per cent more power than the 
old V10 yet emissions and fuel 
consumption are down by a 
remarkable 23 per cent. 

And the performance is even 
better: it blitzes the 0-62mph 
sprint in an outrageous 4.2 
seconds and although it is 
limited to 155mph like most, it 
gets there a whole lot faster. The 
twin-turbochargers ensure 


torque right through the rev 
range and regardless of the 
current speed, the S8 surges 
forward in a relentless fashion. 
But the S8 is still a luxury 
saloon, all be it one with 
spectacular acceleration. Audi 
has fitted it with an impressive 
noise cancellation system, so 
that the cabin is even more 
hushed than the standard car. 

At cruising speeds it is 
remarkably silent, and the easy¬ 
going nature of the driving 
experience makes it easy to see 
how vast distances could be 
covered with complete ease. Add 
to that the cabin - which is 
superbly spacious, tastefully 
finished and packed with 
equipment - and the S8 really 
does have the complete package. 
It also has more tricks up its 
sleeve. The new turbo V8 has a 
cylinder deactivation system 
that automatically shuts down 
four of the eight cylinders when 
not required. Cruise along at a 
steady speed and a little green 
symbol pops up in the 
instrument panel to indicate it 
is running on only four 
cylinders. 

When driven normally the S8 is 
barely any less comfortable than 
the standard saloon, and yet 
when fully exercised it is 
extremely capable and 
entertaining. A total petrolhead 
might want an R8 instead, but 
for a blend of speed and comfort 
as you see fit, the S8 provides 
the ideal combination.

Lowestoft Town, in a 
play-off position in the 
Ryman premier, scored an 
83rd-minute winner to 
deny Harlow Town in this 
third and final qualifying 
round match on Saturday. 

Lowestoft sub Jamie 
Forshaw had struck twice to 
turn this game on its head 
after Harlow led for nearly an 
hour. 

Harlow went in front on 10 
minutes when Piers Wixon 
fired in from 25 yards after 
seizing on a sloppy pass from 
Lowestoft skipper Greg 
Crane. 

This was the striker’s fourth 
goal in four games. He exe¬ 
cuted a lovely low drive into 
the right bottom comer. 

Harlow should have scored 
again on 17 minutes. James 
Peagram was through with 


just the keeper to beat but 
made a hash of it. 

The ball fell loose to Luke 
Marshall and his centre back 
into the box found Peagram 
again but his shot from point 
blank range hit the keeper. 

At the other end, Bert 


Bossu superbly tipped away a 
shot from Michael Frew on 34 
minutes to keep the Harlow 
lead intact. 

Just before the break, a 
goalbound effort from 
Peagram was tipped away by 
the busy Lowestoft keeper. 


Peagram went close a 
minute after the break, while a 
wonderful tip-over save from 
Bossu stopped a free-kick 
from Lowestoft left-back 
Adam Smith which was head¬ 
ing for the top right corner. 

On 55 minutes, Peagram 


was through again but shot 
straight at the keeper under 
pressure from a Lowestoft 
defender. 

On 68 minutes, Mark 
Taylor’s free-kick for Hawks 
hit the bar. 

And these missed chances 
came back to haunt Harlow as 
Lowestoft levelled on 71 min¬ 
utes. Forshaw slotted into the 
bottom right corner from 
about 9 yards out from 
Smith’s pass. 

Then just as a replay 
loomed, another long ball 
from the back was latched 
onto by Forshaw who chipped 
Bossu from the edge of the 
box. 

Chapman said: “I was very 
disappointed with the result 
but I was very pleased with 
the performance. 

“They are a division above 
and at the top of it. We out¬ 
played them for long periods 
of the game. With a bit more 
composure in front of goal we 
should have been out of sight 
by half-time. 

“In the second half we were 
dominating the game. It was 
two individual mistakes that 
cost us the game. The higher 
you go up in football the more 
you get punished for your 
mistakes.”

His widow Sally said: “I think 
he fought his illness with vigour 
and and loved and enjoyed life 
for as long as possible.”

IT was literally men against boys as Harlow 
Town rewrote the club’s record book when they 
thrashed an inexperienced Maldon & Tiptree 
United side at home in the fourth round of the 
Essex Senior Cup, writes DAVID RIMMER. 
Maldon, disrupted 
by the resignation 
of joint bosses 
Brad King and 
Glen Knight a 
fortnight ago and 
the departure of 
most of the first 
team squad, 
fielded virtually a 
youth team on 
Tuesday night. 

The Hawks were

FORMER LA Galaxy 
striker Scott Smith wants 
to fire Hawks up the table 
- and kick-start his pro¬ 
fessional career. 

Smith, who was one of two 
Englishmen at the Californian 
giants - along with David 
Beckham - could be in line for 
his first start for Harlow Town 
at home to Ryman division 
one north basement club 
Ilford this Saturday. 

The ex-Barnet forward has 
returned to his home country fol¬ 
lowing the end of his deal at the 
MLS club in the United States - 
and has been linked with a move 
to Conference club Lincoln City. 

The 20-year-old Londoner’s 
move to Barrows Farm was set up

by an agent friend of Hawks’ 
assistant boss Christian Wheeler. 

Wheeler joked on Twitter: “Six 
or seven out this week. I’ll just go 
and sign a kid from LA Galaxy. 
My contacts are wasted in the 
Ryman!” 

Smith played for the 
Californian club’s U-20 side until 
injury curtailed his spell in the 
States. 

Smith told the Star: “I tore my 
thigh in January. I was out for six 
months. I have to get myself fit. I 
will be [at Harlow] as long as the 
manager wants me here. 

“I’m between 70 to 80 per cent 
fit. I want to take it step by step.” 

Wheeler told the Star: “He was 
just recommended to me by an 


agent. We are just having a look at 
him. We are so short of numbers 
at the moment. There are so many 
players injured. 

“He might go elsewhere. I 
think maybe his two years [at LA 
Galaxy] are done. There is noth¬ 
ing concrete for us.” 

Smith made his Hawks debut 
when he came on as a late substi¬ 
tute in the 2-1 FA Trophy defeat 
against Lowestoft Town on 
Saturday (see report on page 71). 

He was originally selected for a 
trial at LA Galaxy at the end of 
2009 after impressing in the 
youth team at Barnet. 

From a pool of around 1,600 
footballers, Smith went on to 
make the final cut of 26. 

He scored twice on his debut as 
a striker for the LA Galaxy U-20 


team in July 2010 against San 
Diego. 

He said at the time: “I’m very 
proud to say that I was chosen for 
the final squad and am now ‘the 
other Englishman’ at LA Galaxy.” 

Smith watched as Beckham’s 
team lifted the MLS Cup in the 
USA in November. 

Right-back Donny Barnard 
(groin) and Tom Bruno (Achilles) 
are doubtful for Saturday’s match 
and Tuesday’s home game against 
leaders Needham Market. Striker 
James Bunn (thigh) and defender 
Lamar Lemonious (knee) are 
ruled out. 

Chapman added: “Tuesday’s 
game is massive. I’m confident if 
someone finishes higher than 
Needham Market they will win 
the league.”
